Will my retirement 
benefits be cut 
because of 

my state pension?

ear Rusty: I took 
early retirement 
at 20 years from 


the Louisiana public school system in 
1996. Since then, I have continued to 
work in private schools, except for two 
years in public schools. I now have over 
20 years in the Social Security system. 
Are they going to take money out of my 
tiny early state retirement check or low- 
er my Social Security check? Is it true I 
can continue working and draw Social 
Security? I have reached full retirement 
age - 1am 68. Signed: State Retiree 

Dear State Retiree: There are 27 US 
states (including Louisiana) which, to 
varying degrees, do not require state 
employees to contribute to the feder- 
al Social Security program. Retirees 
in those states with a pension earned 
while not contributing to Social Secu- 
rity, and who still earn enough Social 
Security credits (from other work) to be 
eligible for Social Security benefits, are 
affected by a regulation known as the 
Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP), 
which reduces the amount of your So- 
cial Security payment. So, the answer to 
your question is yes, your Social Securi- 
ty benefit will be reduced as a result of 
your LA state pension and WEP (your 
LA retirement benefit won't be affect- 
ed). 

The amount of the reduction to your 
Social Security benefit will depend upon 
the number of years of “significant” 
earnings you have been contributing to 
the Social Security program. With 20 or 
fewer years of Social Security-covered 
earnings, you would incur the maxi- 
mum WEP reduction, which is either a) 
50% of your state pension amount, or b) 
the maximum WEP reduction for your 
“eligibility year” (the year you turned 62, 
which I believe was 2015). In the case 
of b), the maximum WEP reduction to 
your Social Security benefit would be 
$413/month. 

Since you say you have “over 20 
years’ contributing to Social Security, 
be aware that the size of the WEP re- 
duction to your Social Security will be 
smaller for each year over 20 that you 
have significant Social Security-covered 
earnings. For example, with 21 years of 
Social Security earnings, your WEP re- 
duction would be $371/month; with 25 
years of Social Security contributions 
your WEP reduction would be $206/ 
month; and with 30 years of Social Se- 
curity contributions, WEP would no 
longer apply. As you can see, the WEP 
reduction to your Social Security ben- 
efit decreases proportionally with each 
year over 20 that you have significant 
earnings and contribute to Social Secu- 
rity, and WEP disappears with 30 years 
of significant Social Security earnings. 

Be aware that WEP will not affect 
you until you are collecting both your 
state pension and your Social Securi- 
ty benefit, and that for each full year 
you continue to work and contribute 
to Social Security the WEP reduction 
will diminish. And since youve passed 
your full retirement age you can collect 
Social Security and work without your 
benefits being affected. But, in any case, 
you shouldnt delay claiming your So- 
cial Security benefit past age 70 because 
that is when your Social Security benefit 
will reach maximum.

Agawam should investigate fully electric police vehicles

At the May 24 Agawam City 
Council budget workshop, 


there was discussion that the 
town is looking into purchasing 
hybrid police vehicles. Coun- 
cilmember Rosemary Sandlin 
was right on point when she 
asked about fully electric police 
vehicles. 

While I laud Agawam’s will- 
ingness to incorporate consid- 
erations of climate change into 
their vehicle choices, hybrids 
just doesn't cut it. A February 
22, 2021 article on Officer.com 
titled “Law Enforcement Agen- 
cies Using Electric Vehicles as 
a Cost-Cutting Tool” discuss- 
es the decision to purchase 


all electric vehicles made by 
smaller town police forces: 

“At first, the Bargersville [In- 
diana] Police Department con- 
sidered a switch to hybrids, but 
... having to worry about both 
the gas and electric concerns 
posed a lot of possible issues.’ 
https://www.officer.com/vehi- 
cles-fleet/vehicles-equipment/ 
vehicles/article/21206086/ 
law-enforcement-agencies-us- 
ing-electric-vehicles-as-a-cost- 
cutting-tool 

Not only are fuel costs dra- 
matically less, but without a 
combustion engine that re- 
quires oil changes, carburetors, 
exhaust mufflers and the like, 
maintenance costs are dra- 


matically less. Bargersville was 
surprised to find they saved 
around $64,000 per year per 
car. 

As for performance, my own 
2020 Chevy Bolt accelerates 
from 1 to 60 in 6.5 seconds. 
The Tesla Model 3 does it in 5.6 
seconds with a top speed of 130 
miles per hour.

A Wilderness Experience

through nature. Nothing beats being 

out deep in the woods, by a waterfall or 
a quiet pond, and soaking in the beauty all 
around you.

What is “a wilderness experience’ for us? 
Is it loneliness? Is it illness? Is it the cur- 
rent coronavirus pandemic? A wilderness 
experience for us may be any or all of these 
things, or it could be so many other things. 


The point is, like it was for Jesus, it can be 
a learning experience. Whatever our par- 
ticular wilderness experience may be, it’s a 
challenging time during which we endure 
trials and tests. We may feel discouraged, 
because all the pleasant things of life are 
taken away, or at least cannot be enjoyed as 
they once were. It can be a time of intense 
spiritual attack. It doesn’t mean were do- 
ing anything wrong — it just means we are 
being brought to a time of God-ordained 
testing. It’s a learning experience. 

Even during our wilderness experienc- 
es, God is still with us. Jesus was physically 
weak from exhaustion and hunger, but he 
stayed strong against temptations by re- 
membering God's word. Angels helped Je- 
sus. Who are the angels that help us during 
our wilderness experiences? Maybe some- 
one happened to say just the right thing to 
us. Maybe someone offered up a prayer on 


our behalf. Maybe we received the right 
kind of help at just the right time. Those 
are all examples of angels that God sends to 
tend to our needs.

Late spring questions for the Garden Lady 


his question came from Peggy; who 
gardens in Belchertown: “I always 
enjoy reading your column, and fi- 
nally I got up the nerve to ask you a ques- 
tion. Last year, and for the first time ever, 
I grew elephant’s ears. Just as you said to 
do, I dug them up before the first frost. 
They looked so good, surprisingly, that I 
kept three of them in pots in a room on the 
north side of my house where they only re- 
ceived a bit of indirect sunlight each day. I 
watered them throughout the winter and 
they put out some new growth. When the 
danger of frost had passed, I brought them 
directly outside of the room they were in, 
figuring I would harden them off before 
planting them in the garden. Before long, 
however, the leaves yellowed, and turned 
brown in patches. Do you have a guess as 
to what happened?” 

I am surmising your plants got scalded 
from the wind and/or the sun. The intensity 
of the light change from a nearly dark room 
to outdoors with the wind on top of that, 
likely shocked the plant. I recommend you 
cut back any foliage that is too far gone and 
move the pots to a very protected, shady 
area. With any hope, the plants will regrow 
and you will get some enjoyment out of 
them this summer. When frost threatens, 
unearth the tubers and store in them in 
a pot of vermiculite or wrap in paper and 
store in empty pots at fifty degrees. Pre- 
start them in a sunny window in late March 
and gradually acclimatize to the outdoors 
in mid-May. Good luck!

tion that ran a few years back, figuring you 
may find it useful. 

I ran into my old friend Don at the 
dentist office when this question arose: “I 
planted a lot of cabbage a few weeks back 
and in the morning I notice that some 
of the plants are cut off, right at the base. 
What is doing this? I find it strange that 
they aren't exactly eaten, just lying there!” 

The pest you mention is the dreaded 
cutworm. There is nothing more disap- 
pointing to visit the garden and see the 
pepper or broccoli plant that you nurtured 
indoors for weeks or months chopped 
down at the soil line in a single night and 
left there to wither in the sun. According to 
Barbara Pleasant in “The Gardeners Bug 
Book, (Storey Publishing $14.95) cutworms 
are most active at night. It is then that the 
moth larvae circle around the plant to grab 
a bite or two. Efficient as they are at eating, 
this snack is all they need for now, but left 
to their own devices they can ravage the 
garden of its tender seedlings in just a few 
evenings. Cutworm collars are the first line 
of defense. Simply encircle them with strips 
of heavy paper buried a couple of inches 
deep. Pint-sized ice cream containers with 
the bottom cut or the waxy containers that 
soy milk or orange juice come in work great 
too and are easily cut to the right size with 
a pair of scissors. If you already lost a few 
plants, dig around in the soil next to them 
and chances are you ll find the soft, hairless 
caterpillar nearby. Be brave and squish it. 
Better yet feed it to your chickens, mine 
find them especially tasty. One wive's tale 
was to put a long nail next to the seedlings. 
I tried it once, still had cutworms, then had 
to get all the nails out of my garden!

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Velis sponsors amendment to fund substance abuse issues 


BOSTON - On Wednesday, May 26, the 
Massachusetts State Senate unanimous- 
ly adopted two amendments sponsored 
by Senator John C. Velis during its Fiscal 
Year 2022 Budget debate. Amendment 
No. 478 provides $800,000 to Recovery- 
Works, an affiliate of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital that provides employment 
opportunities and supports to individu- 
als throughout the Commonwealth who 
struggle with substance use disorders. 
Amendment #409 allocates $100,000 for 
the creation of a state-wide pilot pro- 
gram to increase access to Narcan and 
naloxone kits for school districts. 

“Re-entering the workforce is such 
an important step for individuals in re- 


covery. It is a chance for them to grow 
and regain self-confidence, develop 
tangible skills, and make connections 
that will lead them further down their 
career paths. Most importantly though, 
employment provides individuals in re- 
covery with a stability that is difficult 
to find elsewhere, stated Senator Velis, 
who is Vice-Chair of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Mental Health, Substance Use and 
Recovery. “Unfortunately, there still ex- 
ists a deep stigma around substance use 
disorders, especially when it comes to 
employing someone who is in recovery. 
That is why the work of RecoveryWorks 
is sO important and why the funding in 
this amendment is so critical.’ 


RecoveryWorks provides participants 
with career advice and job search coach- 
ing; continued clinical support during 
the job search and initial employment; 
ongoing on-the-job mentorship; and as- 
sistance with legal and healthcare issues. 
While in the program participants must 
also agree to pursue addiction treatment 
as well. They also serve as liaisons to 
employers for up to five years in order to 
facilitate and ensure the participants are 
securing an effective long-term job. 

On Wednesday, The Senate also voted 
unanimously to adopt amendment #409, 
which provides $100,000 for a state-wide 
pilot program to increase access to Nar- 
can and naloxone kits for school dis- 


tricts. 

“Western Massachusetts, and our 
Commonwealth as a whole, has seen far 
too many lives lost due to opioid over- 
doses, and we continue to fight this epi- 
demic every single day. Increasingly con- 
cerning is the growing rate of opioid use 
in high school students, ” said Senator 
Velis. “The reality is our Commonwealth 
will continue to see this issue grow in 
this age group and opioid overdose-re- 
lated deaths can be prevented when nal- 
oxone is administered in a timely man- 
ner. We can and must increase access 
to these life-saving medications in our 
communities, because in those terrifying 
minutes, every second is so critical.

“This lunch gives an opportunity for vets 
to come in and talk for a while,’ Hill said. 
“That's exactly how it was supposed to be 
held, were glad to have people back inside. 

Carlisle expressed a similar sentiment 
saying that it’s good to have the program 
functioning as normal as possible after the 
pandemic last year. Church member Jim 
Shields attended the luncheon and ate with 
fellow church members as well as vets that 
visited his table, as everyone ate and gath- 
ered in good conversations. Veterans Rob- 
ert Freeman and Chet Szymczyk attended 
the first in person luncheon and said they 
were glad to be gathered with fellow vets 
inside. Also, at their table was Lenny Scott 
who said he had been waiting for this lunch 
to be able to see people again rather than 
the drive through option held last week. 

Lions club members Sissy Cimma and 
John O'Hare spoke about putting on the 
lunch and getting the lunches ready, Cim- 
ma said that the Lion’s Club buys all the in- 
eredients and prepares all the meals prior 
to the lunch. 

“We try to switch it up as much as pos- 
sible for the meals, we try not to make the
